lias not been defined, but It certainly
will embrace the allegation made by
Gen. Miles as to the character of the
army supplies and will involve that
oftlcer that lie must make these charges
good, and to that degree will be on trial
himself in a preliminary way. Should
the charges be found well established,
a heavy responsibility would be placed
upon the packers and persons connected
with the meat inspection, and perhaps
others: should they fall unsupported.
Gen. Miles may be obliged to answer
to a courtiuartlal for rellectlng upon
the character of other olllcors.

Two 3Jrthmis.

The first is by th< appointment of a
court of inquiry and the second by the
appointment of what is known as an
oflkers' or Inspection board.

if possible for anything of which coin-
plaint Is made. Their lindings may

a court of inquiry Is ordered it is said
there is conveyed a distinct reflection
upon the officer named.

There are now two propositions before

the house In regard to the constitution.
One, the recommendation of the commission,Is to submit the report, If it is
adopted, to a vote of the people. The
other Is a bill Introduced by Mr. Ashby,
providing for a constitutional conven

tion.The plan of those favoring this
proposition Is to have a convention to
consist of llfty-one delegate*. three
from each senatorial district and twelve
at large. It Is claimed thai this was
suggested by the late Judge J. II. Ferguson,who once said that of all the
state constitutions ours was the worst.
But, In the opinion of leading members,
the Ashby proposition will not be accepted.It would Involve two special
elections.one to vote on the question of
calling a convention, and then one to
vote for delegates, if the constitution
were accepted, a special session of the
legislature, with power to sit Indellnltely.would <hen have to be called to
frame the laws to comply with Its provisions.A member of the senate estimatedthe cost of all these proceedings
at $."00,000. lie, as well as other Republicansenators, declared their unwillingnessto vote for any proposition that
would involve even a half of that sum.
Senator Anthony Smith, who Is one of

the Republican leaders on the tloor of
the upper house, is going to introduce a
bill, providing for the distribution of the
irreducible school fund. In accordance
with a recommendation in the governor'smessage. Ills plan Is to have the

immediately take part in the pacificationof Cuba, the advantage thus gained
should be followed up by the American
authorities by the entire policing of the
island. The policing of the island
should be done by the Cubans themselves.The real police work is, in
fact, now in the bands of Cuban soldiersand law and order are well maintained.There should not be a moment'sdelay in the organization and
equipment of these civil guards.
The bulk of the American soldiers

must be taken out of Cuba by April.
There is really no necessity fur more
than two regiments in each province to
serve as a background of support for
the Cuban police. In giving the best of
these people employment, an the more
will be left with the relief fuml for
those who must be helped buck to the
land.
"The feeling of distrust between the

Cubans und the Americans has been
temporarily checked by the message of
General Gomez to President McKinley
und the President's reply through HecretnryHay. If the younger military/elementsof both armies will now get -togetherand complete the several
schemes for policing the provinces,
which at this moment are awaiting
crystalizatlon, the problem will be
solved. Delay in this work will bo fatnl.If such men :».s General Gomez,
General Monteagudo, of Santa Clara
province. General Mnyiu Rodriguez, of
the province of Plnar del Rio. General
Pedro Betancourt, «>f Matanzas province,and others, whom 1 know personally,will assure President McKinley
and Governor General Brooke that law
and order* will be maintained, their
pledge will be carried out at any cost.
Among the Cuban leaders who havo

given expression to their views on the
subject, it Is asserted that General Gomezwas not authorized to agree to the
disbandinent of the army without con-
